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Richard Larson, Norwegian Pioneer 


Officers Installed January 11 


It was a day in midsummer— 
August 13 to be exact—in the year 
1909 when the whistling, lumbering, 
black locomotive with its line of 
mixed cars, passengers and freight, 
pulled into the station at Hardisty, 
Alberta. A tall, sturdy blonde boy 
of 15 jumped from a box car and 
started walking toward a passenger 
car where he spotted his mother 
getting off. Richard Larson and his 
mother had arrived, with all their 
wordly possessions, to begin a new 
life in Canada. 

Mrs. Larson took up a homestead 
in a district south of Hardisty, 
Richard, being an only child, had 
to be the man of the place, and 
there was a lot of hard work. How¬ 
ever, they had good neighbors and 
they were not all strangers, as many 
had come from the Dawson, Minne¬ 
sota area where Richai-d was born, 
and where his parents had liver on 
their arrival from Flekkefjord, Nor¬ 
way. 

Richard did all the farming at 
Hardisty. He drove three oxen be¬ 
hind the farm machinery for years, 
then finally acquired a horse. Crops 
were usually good and he was able 
to buy his first new car, a 490 Chev¬ 
rolet in 1917. The following year, on 
December 31, he was married. Mr. 
and Mrs. Richard Larson carried 
on with the farm at Hardisty until 
1924 when they bought a farm at 
Irma. They sold out again a few 
"years later and bought a home in 
South Edmonton in 1938. 

They joined Solglyt Lodge in 1942. 
Mr. Larson did not take an office 
within the lodge as he felt there 
were others more capable. During

Gay Night Life in Scandinavia 


Winter nights in Scandinavia offer a combination of 
entertainment and hospitality whose special warmth has 
changed many a visitor’s notion about the “off season” cli¬ 
mate in these northern latitudes. 

Scandinavian Airlines System re- — 
ports from Montreal that because °f 
the night in winter begins earlier at 
in Scandinavia than it does in Can- sii 
ada, Scandinavians may seem to h£ 
pay considerable attention to mak- 0] 
ing their nights brighter. This they g r 
do not only with the novel lighting 
effects of their downtown areas, but 
with a variety of light and serious 
entertainment unparalleled for its 
quality and international flavor. 

Thus, in addition to the notable 
talents of Denmark, Finland, Nor¬ 
way and Sweden, a random samp¬ 
ling of a winter week’s floor shows 
finds Japanese dancers at famed 
Bems in Stockholm, a Latin-Ameri- 
can group in Copenhagen’s gay At¬ 
lantic Palace, an American jazz 
saxophonist at the Big Chief Jazz 
club in Oslo and an Italian dance 
orchestra in the luxurious Kaivo- 
huone in Helsinki, where a swim¬ 
ming pool is used for the staging 
of water ballets. 

Because even for the entertainers 
English is often the best way to 
communicate with the audience, the 
visitor finds language barriers 
melted away. The occasional ex- 
'ceptijons are the topical revues 
featured in such popular spots as the 
Hamburger Bors in Stockholm, 
where the subtleties of the satire 
may escape you but the statuesque 
beauty of the chorus line won’t. 

Some visitors hurdle the infrequent 
language barriers by having friends 
they’ve met under the various “Meet 
the Scandinavians” programs ac¬ 
company them to the night spots 
and the theatres. This may require 
some stamina, since night clubs in 
Helsinki don’t close until 3 a.m. or 
4 a.m.; in Copenhagen, 35 clubs stay 
open until 5 a.m., when other restau¬ 
rants open again for breakfast.
